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SUMMARY.  New    orders    for    manufactured    goods    in    August 

decreased  $3.5  billion  or  1.7  percent  to  $202.5  billion. 
This  is  the  first  decline  since  the  5.3  percent  decrease  in 
January.  July  orders  were  revised  to  $206.1  billion,  up  0.3 
percent  from  June. 

Shipments     of    manufactured     goods     in    August    were  up    $0.6 

billion     or     0.3     percent     from     July     to     $200.0  billion. 

Shipments  first  reached  the  $200  billion  level  in  June  and 
declined  0.6  percent  in  July. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  August  increased 
$2.6  billion  or  0.7  percent  to  $394.5  billion.  The  orders 
backlog  has  had  consecutive  monthly  increases  since 
February,   averaging  1.1  percent  per  month. 

Inventories  held  by  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  August  were 
up  $1.8  billion  or  0.5  percent  to  $325.1  billion,  following 
a  0.5  percent  increase  in  July.  The  inventory  to  shipments 
ratio  in  August  was  1.63  up  from  1.62  in  July. 

NEW     ORDERS.  The     decrease     in     August     new     orders     was 

reflected  in  both  the  durable  and  nondurable  goods  sectors. 
Durable  goods  declined  $2.9  billion  or  2.7  percent  to  $106.3 
billion.  The      largest      decline     was      in     transportation 

equipment,  down  $1.1  billion  or  3.9  percent  to  $26.9 
billion;  a  decrease  in  aircraft  and  parts  more  than  offset 
an  increase  in  motor  vehicles  and  parts  .  Most  of  the  other 
major  industries  also  declined,  the  largest  of  which  were 
nonelectrical  machinery,  down  $0.5  billion  or  2.8  percent, 
instruments  and  related  products,  down  $0.4  billion  or  6.8 
percent,  and  primary  metals,  down  $0.3  billion  or  2.9 
percent. 

New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  declined  $0.6  billion  or  0.6 
percent  to  $96.3  billion,  with  the  largest  declines  in 
foods,  textiles,   and  paper  products.

The  largest  increase  in  durable 
goods  shipments  was  in  transportation  equipment,  where  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  were  up  $1.2  billion  or  8.2  percent, 
following  the  July  decline  of  11.1  percent. 

The  largest  decline  in  nondurable  goods  shipments  was  in 
paper  and  allied  products,   down  $0.4  billion  or  4.0  percent. 

UNFILLED    ORDERS.  Unfilled    orders    for    durable    goods    in 

August  increased  $2.4  billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $380.8 
billion,  the  sixth  consecutive  monthly  increase.  Most  of 
the  August  increase  was  in  transportation  equipment,  up  $1.7 
billion  or  1.0  percent  to  $173.3  billion.  The  aircraft  and 
parts  industry  accounted  for  most  of  the  gain.  Small 
increases  in  order  backlogs  were  reported  in  most  of  the 
other  major  industries.  Primary  metals  were  up  0.9  percent 
and  nonelectrical  machinery  0.4  percent. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  increased  in  both  the  durable  and 
nondurable      goods      sectors.  Durable      goods      inventories 

increased  $0.9  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $210.8  billion, 
about  half  of  which  was  in  transportation  equipment. 
Nondurable  goods  inventories  increased  $0.9  billion  or  0.8 
percent  to  $114.3  billion  with  petroleum  and  plastics 
products  accounting  for  most  of  the  increase. 

By  stage  of  fabrication,  materials  and  supply  inventories 
increased  0.6  percent,  work  in  process  0.6  percent,  and 
finished  goods  0.5  percent.
